of modern civilization. 
He said, "The 


thesis to which we hfcve set outselves, 
although difficult of proof in the light 
of what is popularly known of this pe- 
riod' of the world's history,. becomes 
easy of proof when one Is familiar with 
historical truth. It Is not our-purpose 
^nor Is it the intent of 
those 
under 


"whom these exercises are held that wo 


. should enter into any comparative con- 


troversy. We are not after any con- 
troversy or 
argumentation, but truth 
The reformation does not. as we have 
been told, mark the intellectual birth 
of the world. 
Virc arc glad of this op- 


portunity to come to a discussion of A 
period of the world's history which un- 
happily has been discussed until very 
recently by those who would strangle 
truth and would make prejudice the 
standard. 


"We do not accept the term 'dark 
ages' because historical truth having 
survived the onslaught of prejudice is 
to the contrary. 
'In modern Europe,' 
says Emerson, 'the middle ages were 
called dark ages.' Who dares call them 
so now? 
They gave us decimal num- 


bers, gunpowder, glass, chemistry-and 
Gothic architecture, and their paint- 
ings are the light and tuition of our 
age. 
The darkness 
of 
those 
times 


arises from our want of information, 
not from tho absence of intelligence 


lhat distinguished them. Human thought 
was never more active and never pro- 
duced greater results In any period of 
the world." 


The speaker went on to develop and 


prove his contention from the many 
activities of these centuries. Ho showed 
that under the guidance of the church, 
art, Kclenuc, literature, education, phil- 
osophy and theology showed results 


d brought before the world scholars 


that have never since been surpasaed. 


The speaker showed that in these 


ages more than any other was woman's 
dignity vindicated. Through the Influ- 
ence 
of 
the 
church woman was no 


longer an inferior, degraded being, tho 
slave of her lniPbanrt, an object of r 
tempt to her own children. Though it 
was by the reestablishing of the great 
law of the unity and indissolubility of 
marriage, raised To the dignity of a- 
sacrament, that the church restored to 
woman all her moral dignity, yet dur- 
ing these, far from dark ages, but age^ 
of chivalry, woman re-Igned by virtue- 
and love, as the husband .by author- 
ity-The speaker touched upon the sub-

wrongly-called dark ages. The guilds 
of the middle a^es, founded and fos-" 
tercd by tho, church were great bless- 
ings of the time "and serve as models 
for the

Gen. Petain's ord^r is as follows:

Infantrymen 
and artillerymen, sappers and aviators 
of the llth army w«re rivals in hero- 
ism. 
Honor to all. 


"The Germans without doubt will at-

We will get 
them!"

The Boston and Maine railroad has 


known for a number of years thai the 
Lowell yards are awkward and inade- 
quate. Extending over too great an 
area, there Is also a congestion of 
track space which prevents free shift- 
ing of cars and prompt loading and 
unloading. From time to time there 
have been suggestions for improve- 
ment and intimations of changes, but 
so much is required to he done that 
the railroad has not made a beginning. 
Only a few years ago It was the inten- 
tion of the road officials to do away 
with the Middlesex street 
crossing, 


eliminate' the grade crossings and re- 
locate Ihe yards, but the road fell upon 
lean days and all plans were aban- 
doned. Of late the railroad has been 
very strict with penalties and demur- 
rage charges, but something deeper is 
required to bring the freight situation 
back to normal. It takes shrewd harid- 
llng at the best for the local railroad 
officials to avoid congestion and there 
are none more anxious for track ex- 
tension and other changes than those 
who are doing their bf st to give T.ow- 
ell business good service under dim 
1,

DOSTON'. April 17.—"Keep the babies 


out of rfnch of lioi teapots and tubs of 
hot water: break the hoys of the hnblt 
of stealing rides on the tailboards of 
wngons or the rear steps of trolley 
cars—and the annual list of accidental 
deaths will be greatly reduced," said 
Dr. George B. Magrath, medical ex- 
aminer, yesterday afternoon In a tallt 
at the Harvard Medical school, 
on 


"Causes nt Death by Accident." 


According to charts exhibited by D: 
1. 


Magrath. deaths due to aulos or auto 
trucks In his district have Increased 
about eightfold in the Intt eight years, 
and they form the largest number of 
any single class of 
fatal 
accidents, 


'though he did not specify the num- 
ber In the different classes. 


The large number of accidents to chil- 


dren who play In the streets was rep- 
resented as presenting one of the most 
serious phases of the accident prob- 
lem. 
Dr. Magraih paid that parents 


are largely responsible for the habit of 
children hetsveen E and 
IS years old 


ritlinK on the rear end of wagons or 


•trolley ears and dropping off sudilen"- 
ly directly In the path of autos or oth- 
er vehicles by which they are run 
over. 


He suggested If it might not be wise 


to arrest and fine the parents of chil- 
dren who arc caught In. Indulging In 
that sort of diversion He thought such 
a policy would greatly reduce the an- 
nual fatality list. 
He advised school- 


teachers to try to Impress children 
with the danger of the practice of 
Mealing rides.

During the eight -years above men- 


tioned electric car fatal accidents have 
Increased very little, ho said, while 
those from horse vehicles have 
de- 


creased about 
one-fourth, compared 


with the record of 1907, presumed to] 
be partly tho result of tho decline In ;

The failure of the electric car ar.cl- 


dents to Incrense, notwithstanding ln'

Deaths of small children due to fall- 


ing into tubs of hot water or pulling 
vessels of hot water over, or due to 
falling out of the window or off roofs 
while at play, Dr. Magrath believes 
can be eliminated by reasonable caif 
on the part of parents.

scalds or burns lie advised Immediate 
removal to a hospital. 


Other classes of fatal accidents which 


lie Bald could be largely avoided by 
reasonable parental care were drown- 
ing of small children and the swallow- 
ing of poisonous drugs which children 
ef-t hold of simply by reason of tne 
drugs not being looked up securely as 
thry ought to be.

tracks, he said, are obviously prevent- 
able Elevator accidents, in which leg- 
itimate passengers are the victims, arc- 
generally due to the haste or careless- 
ness of passengers, who make a Fud- 
dfn jump and so startle the elevator 
operator, who, he said, loses his head 
for a moment.
